CARPENTER ADVANCED 

Second Lieutenant Clifton C. Car¬ 
penter of Woodsbend. Ky.. assigned 
to duty with the air corps basic flying 
school at Cochran Field, Macon, Ga. 
has been designated as adjutant unc. 
second in command of headquarter: 
and headquarters squadron, 71st ait 
base group. 

Lt. Carpenter, three years younger 
than any other line officer on duty 
at the field, has been assigned U 
attached duty with the air- corps 
altho he was commissioned originally 
with the infantry. His duties at 
Cochran Field are important, since 
the headquarters squadron is respon¬ 
sible for the administrative work 
which in turn “keeps the planes 
flying." 

Lt. Carpenter, now wearing the 
wings of a 2nd Lt. in the air corps 
was commissioned through the CMTC 
training camps at Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, Indiana. Unusually apt at 
military work, he was recommended 
for commission six months before he 
was old enough to receive it, und had 
to wait till his 21st birthday before he 
his commission was granted.

HENRY’ GENEALOGY 

Falls City, Oregon, August 28. 1941 
Editor Courier: 

Having read and enjoyed your very 
interesting little paper for quite 
awhile makes me feel as if 1 was a 
Kentuckian again. However, I have 
been away from there 57 years, but 
have always been glad to be called a 
Kentuckian and known as such in my 
travels. 

Many of the names of persons in 
your paper seem very familiar to me, 
but seldom ever see the name of any 
of those near my age, as they are 
sleeping the sleep that needs no 
awakening. 

I was born and raised in Morgan 
county and am now nearing my 88th 
birthday, and perhaps the oldest now 
j living Henry in Kentucky. For the 
| pleasure of those younger ones there 
j I would be glad to try as best I can 
to give you the genealogy of our 
tribe of Henrys, and will thank you 
! to publish it in your column of let- 
| ters. 

In the latter part of the nineteenth 
century there were two young men 
named John and Lewis Henry (of I 
the old stock in Virginia) who with j 
that pioneering spirit looked with 
longing to the golden west to better 
their fortunes, and like Boone of old 
started to blaze a trail over the Cum¬ 
berland mountains hunting what was 
their hearts’ desire. 

Their quest was a home in the 
west, so they found it in the rich 
bottoms of Caney Creek, Morgan 
county, Ky. So they staked out their 
claims adjoining each other, and pre¬ 
ceded to build houses and clear the 
wilderness, after which they found 
themselves wives and like Adam of 
old proceeded to populate Kentucky. 

John Henry was my grandfather.
